The Carbondale Public Library serves not only the city of 
Carbondale but also provides services to Jermyn, Mayfield, 
Simpson, Fell Township and surrounding areas. A number of 
Akzo Nobel employees live in this area.

AMERICAN LEGION POULTRY SHOW 


By S. Robert Powell 


The Third Annual Poultry Show, sponsored by 
the Albert H. Crane Post 221, American Legion, 
Carbondale, PA, took place February 14-18, 1933. 

In the Foreword of the Souvenir Program of 
the show, we read the following: "This is the only 
Poultry Show run by an American Legion Post in the 
United* States. Of this fact we feel proud since it has 
been given notice all over the country." 

We learned of the existence of these 
Carbondale poultry shows only by chance. One of my 
colleagues in the C arbondale Historical Society 
discovered the souvenir program for the 1933 
Carbondale snow in a box of Carbondale memorabilia 
that was discarded by a family when they cleaned 
out and moved into an old house in the area. The 
souvenir program in question was immediately brought 


to my attention. 

The show took place in the Masonic Building, 
Salem Avenue, Carbondale. Poultry Show 
headquarters was the Hotel Anthracite. The poultry 
show committee consisted of the following: Charles 
A. Booth, H. M. Bender, Everett Reese, Leo Serafin, 

Dr. C. W. Rippon, Jas. Kilpatrick, Geo. Lesher, Barry 
SearLe, and Fahy Ely. A well known poultry breeder 
and exhibitor who, as a young man, showed 
in these American Legion poultry shows 
in the 1930's in Carbondale is the late 
Cecil Rose of Montrose, PA (see the 
article "Cecil and Mary Rose," POULTRY 
PRESS, April 1989, pp. 32-33; also the 
obituary of Cecil Rose, POULTRY PRESS, 
April 1994, p. 2). 


There were 381 birds in the show. Fifty one 
exhibitors showed 41 varieties of standards, with a 
total of 210 standards in the show. Nineteen varieties 
of bantams were shown by 25 exhibitors, who showed 
a total of 135 bantams. Two exhibitors who showed 9 
varieties of ducks, with 18 ducks in the show. One 
exhibitor showed a capon. Two exhibitors showed 9 
Bronze turkeys. One exhibitor showed two Egyptian 
geese. Two exhibitors each showed an old pair of 
Golden Pheasants and one exhibitor showed a young 
pair of Melanistic Mutant pheasants. The complete 
catalogue of the show was reprinted in the January 
1994 issue of the NEWSLETTER of the Central 
Pennsylvania Avian Club. 

The classes within varieties were the usual: 
cock, hen, cockerel* pullet. In addition, old pens and 
young pens were exhibited in many varieties. There 
were 12 bantam chicken pens shown and 15 standard 
chicken pens shown. 

A pen, I learned from Elton Minnich, consists 




of three females and one male. In explaining to me 
what a pen was, Elton recalled showing pens with his 
father at the New York State Fair for many years. 
When a pen is judged, he added, the three females 
count 50% and the male counts 50%. 

Many of the birds shown in the Carbondale 
American Legion show in 1933 were of breeds and 
varieties that one sees a lot of these days. There 
were shown, however, breeds a " varieties that are 
not commonly seen the: •: < * which no longer 

exist. Among the standard Chi: were Dark Barred 

Rocks, Light Barred Rocks, bos. Come Rhode Eland 
Whites, Red Caps, Lakenvelders, La Fleche, six 
varieties of Pit Games (including Muff 0. E. Pit 
Games), and five varieties c amburgs. Among the 
bantams were Exhibition B. B. Red Games and Old 
English Black Red Games, White Malay Games, Black 
Red Malay Games and White Rosecombs. Among the 
ducks were Australian Spots. 

Catalogues such as this one from 1933 are, I 
think, interesting documents in exhibition poultry 
history. Have there been other poultry shows 
sponsored by an American Legion Post in the United 
States since the shows sponsored by the Albert H. 
Crane Post 221 in Carbondale in the 1930's? If there 
have, we would be interested to know when and 
where.

REBIRTH OF PENNSYLVANIA'S MOST SCENIC BYWAY

U.S. Route 6, Grand Army of the Republic Highway, is America's first transcontinental route with 
a sense of grandeur and determination marching from "coast to coast". The Pennsylvania portion 
crossing the Northern Tier best represents the essence of the whole of this classic American route. 

#1 

MAP, U.S. ROUTE 6 

This great National Treasure was once the paths of early Indian trails. One will find, in 
Pennsylvania, a great majority of the highway system following the routes of a complex system 
sweeping in unbroken paths over valleys and mountains. The course of every Indian trail, every 
modem highway and railroad right-of-way is determined by our mountain and river topography. 

Today, U.S. Route 6 #2 PHOTO PINE CREEK PAT H lays on top of 

segments of the Forbidden Path, the Wyoming or Great Warriors Path, Sullivan's Trail, Tioga 
War Trail, Shamokin War Trail, the Pine Creek Path, and the Lackawanna Trail. Remember the 
scenes of the Native American Indians as you travel the unsurpassed mountains, valleys, and 
along the rivers. Realize the trip that you are taking along the GAR Highway is enjoyable not only 
because of its scenic intrinsic qualities, but also impressive because of its historic setting. 

On April 7, 1807, the State Legislature authorized a road from "East to West". Commissioners, of 
whom Francis King of Ceres, war- one, were appointed for exploring and making a road through 
the Moosic Mountains to the westtm boundary of the State. It quickly became referred to as the 
East-West Road. On February 13, 1816, an Act (P.L. 325) appropriated $3,000, payable in three 
annual installments for improvements of the East-West Road. In 1833, Orlo J. Hamlin, 
representing the district in the General Assembly, urged an appropriation of $200,000 for repair 
and improvement of the East-West Road. From 1824 to 1853, the Bellefonte and Erie Stage

Line, Warren and Erie Stage Line and O R. Colgrove's stage were frequent means of 
transportation along the western segments in Pennsylvania. 

With improvements, February 1919 saw in Warren, the best pressed pavement bricks being laid 
from one end of town to the other (now known as Pennsylvania Avenue or U.S. Route 6) The 
American Association of State Highway Officials (AASHO), as they began the numerical system 
of naming roads, in October 1925 assigned U.S. Route 6. At about the same time. Route 6 was 
also named the Roosevelt Highway in honor of our 26th President, Theodore Roosevelt after his 
death in 1919.

The greatest achievement came with the leadership of Pennsylvania's Governor Gifford Pinchot 
(Founder of the U.S. Forest Service under President Theodore Roosevelt) in 1931. The "Get the 
Farmer Out of the Mud Program" #4 PHOTO MODEL’’A" saw paving of 20,156 
miles of Pennsylvania roadways including U.S. Route 6 except for the last 20 miles near the Ohio 
border. This final segment was completed in 1932. 

In April 1934, the idea was bom to name a memorial route as a tribute to the fallen comrades 
from the Northern States of the War Between the States. The Grand Army of the Republic, 
founded in 1866 and comprised of veterans of the Civil War, and the Sons of Union Veterans of 
the Civil War, which became a National organization in 1881, began their quest to name a 
memorial route in living memory of fallen Civil War veterans. They choose U.S. Route 6 because 
of it being a transcontinental route and best represented our National heritage. It started in 
Massachusetts, where on February 12, 1937, the Governor of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts signed a bill naming Route 6 as the Grand Army of the Republic Highway 
Interestingly, this date coincided with President Lincoln's birthday This began a National effort to 
petition all of the remaining 13 States that U.S. Route 6 traverses to pass enabling legislati rn 
naming Route 6 in Rhode Island, Connecticut, New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Nebraska, Colorado, Utah, Nevada, and California. In 1948, Governor James Duff of 
Pennsylvania along with Secretary of Highways Ray F Smock named the Pennsylvania segment. 
The last state took appropriate action in 1953, 16 years later, and the final GAR Highway marker 
was placed on the bluff at Long Beach, CA.

Since this time, the Sons of Union Veterans of the Civil War have continued to work towards 
keeping the Grand Army of the Republic Highway alive. It is indeed a fitting tribute through their 
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tireless efforts, like their ancestors, that they work continuously to preserve U.S. Route 6 as the 
GAR Highway. This effort is done through a National GAR Highway Officer based ir. Rhode 
Island and through individual State GAR Highway Officers The Pennsylvania State GAR 
Highway Officer resides in Montrose, PA. 

No highway in America captures the legacy of our rich National heritage as U.S. Route 6 from 
Massachusetts near the site of the Pilgrim's landing in 1620 to the original western terminus in 
California near the bluff overlooking the bay where Juan Rodriques Cabrillo first saw this shore in 
1542. 

In 1965, the AASHO removed the original western terminus from Long Beach, CA to Bishop, 
CA. 

U. S. Route 6, as it existed prior to July 1, 1964, can lay claim to the following achievements: 

- It is the longest highway ever to exist in the United States at 3,652 miles in length. 

-Its highest point is Loveland Pass, Colorado (at the Continental Divide) at 11,992 feet. It is the 
highest year around highway in North America and the highest US or interstate highway, period. 
-It passes through 14 states, (in view of the 15th, New Jersey which is missed by less than one 
mile) more than other highway except US 1 (14 states and DC) and Interstate 95 (15 states). Like 
the Trans-Canada Highway, it passes directly through these states squarely with no short passes 
through the comers of states. 

-The 14 states along U.S. Route 6 contain over 100 million people, more than can be found along 
any other highway in America. 

-U.S. Route 6 is the only highway to pass through the three major metropolitan areas in the 
United States of New York City, Chicago, and Los Angeles. 

-The eastern terminus of U.S Route 6 lies farthest East of all transcontinental highways in the 
United States. 

-The terrain along US Route 6 is the most diversified of any US highway, starting at the Atlantic 
Ocean, ending at the Pacific Ocean, and passing through the Maritime Coasts of New England, 
the Atlantic Coastal Plain, the Appalachian, Rocky, Sierra Nevada mountains, and the Coast 
Range, the Great Salt and Mojave Deserts, the Great Plains, the farm country of the lowland 
plains in the Midwest, and Nevada's Basin and Range 

-U.S. Route 6 has the greatest elevation differential (11,992) between high and low point along 
the highway. 

-Coupling the elevation differential with a latitudinal change (north-south) of 9 degrees and a 
longitudinal change (east-west) of 49 degrees, makes it the most diverse three dimensional 
highway in America. 


In 1985, U.S. Route 6, in Pennsylvania was named by Car and Driver Magazine as one of the top 
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10 scenic routes in America. Harley Davidson Company, based in Milwaukee W1 chose Route 6 
in 1987 as Pennsylvania's only selection to an honored list of the 50 Best Touring Roads in 
America. Both of these prestigious recognitions have given Route 6 National prominence as a 
destination for scenic, historic, and ..--reation driving for pleasure pursuits. 

On July 27, 1994 U S. Route 6 was honored once again during a Dedication Ceremony at Denton 
Hill, Potter County, PA as being designated as a National Recreation Trail by the Secretary, U.S. 
Department of Interior, Bruce Babbit This recognition places U.S. Route 6, in Pennsylvania 
among select company of distinguished American routes as part of the National Trails System.

Today, in Pennsylvania, a renaissance to enhance the special quality of the scenic, historic, 
recreation, cultural, and archaeological value of the U.S Route corridor has been undertaken by 
the Grand Army of the Republic Highway Association. The Association is an affiliation of Travel 
Promotion Agencies and Chambers of Commerce of the 11 counties that Route 6 traverses in 
Pennsylvania. This partnership includes a host of private and public interest in rural travei/tourism 
and Scenic Byways. This Association is an initiative through a Scenic Byways development 
program to foster increased travel/tourism along the Northern Tier of Pennsylvania It is 
recognized that the promotion of the vast and rich scei- historic, recreation, cultural, and 
archaeological resources of U.S. Route 6 as a package; an easily remembered name (Grand Army 
of the Republic Highway); and an image (Rural America) will significantly contribute to the 
economic revitalization of the rural economy along the Northern Tier.

In 1807, what is now U.S. Route 6, was known as the "East-West' 1 Road. It seems fitting to link 
the "East-West" Road with the historical, scenic, recreational, cultural, and natural surroundings 
of the Route 6 Byway, in Pennsylvania and the growth of a great Nation from the East to the 
West A glimpse and sampling of these connections includes: 

Within the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania: 

1 Joining the ONLY two National Scenic and Wild Rivers in Pennsylvania.Delaware River 

(Washington's famous crossing) and the Allegheny River which originates in Potter County (on 
U.S. Route 6) at Headwaters Mountain and some say the source of the Mississippi. 


2. Coupling the Gifford Pinchot Heritage (1st Chief of the US Forest Service under President 
Teddy Roosevelt ...Route 6 was known as the Roosevelt Highway beginning in 1925). Grey 
Towers and Pinchot Institute for Conservation to the Allegheny National Forest, Pennsylvania's 
ONLY National Forest. U.S. Route 6 was known as the Roosevelt Highway across the United 
States, named for our 26th President, Teddy Roosevelt, after his death in 1919.

7. Zebulon Montgomery Pike for whom Pike County is named, discovered Pikes Peak in the West 
and approximately 100 miles from U S. Route 6, in Colorado. 

8. The first locomotive (1829), the "Stourbridge Lion" operated in Honesdale (Wayne County) 
and started the beginning of railroading which went on to open "The Great West" with the laying 
of the Union Pacific Railroad The UP originated in Omaha, Nebraska (on U S Route 6) and was 
the first transcontinental railroad in the United States.

CECIL ROSE MEMORIAL TROPHIES AT SYRACUSE FAIR WON BY AREA POULTRY FANCIER 

The late Cecil E. Rose (1889-1994) of Montrose is one of the legendary figures 
in the history of exhibition poultry in the northeastern United States. In 1914, 
at the Montrose Fair, he won his first blue ribbon on a chicken. For the follow¬ 
ing eight decades he bred and exhibited dozens of breeds and varieties of birds 
at poultry shows and fairs, primarily in Pennsylvania, New York and New Jersey. 

He was superintendent of the Poultry Building at the Harford Fair for generations. 
At this year's Harford Fair, in his honor, the poultry building on the Harford 
Fairgrounds was named the "Cecil Rose Poultry Barn." 

Two trophies, in memory of Cecil Rose, were among the awards offered at the 
1994 New York State Fair in the poultry department. Both trophies were won 
by S. Robert Powell, Carbondale. The first of those trohpies, "The Cecil Rose 
Memorial Trophy for the Grand Champion Standard Male," was won by Powell on 
a Rose Comb Rhode Island Red cock. The second trophy, "The Cecil Rose Memorial 
Trophy for the Best Plymouth Rock Standard," was won by Powell on a Partridge 
Plymouth Rock hen, which was also named Grand Champion Standard Chicken of the 1994 
New York State Fair. The second trophy was donated by John Hayes, Mt. Upton, NY, 
who was a friend of Cecil Rose's for many years. 

Both of the birds with which Powell won the Cecil Rose memorial trophies at 
this year's New York State Fair were exhibited by Powell at this year's Harford 
Fair where they were among the show champions: the Rhode Island Red cock was 
named Champion Particolored Standard male, the Partridge Plymouth Rock hen was 
named Champion Particolored Standard female and Grand Champion of the Show. 

The poultry show at the New York State Fair is the largest in the state of New 
York. At his year's fair, over 1 ,000 standard chickens were exhibited. In 
addition, there were, in the show: 650 bantam chickens, 384 ducks, 145 geese, 

55 guinea fowl, 50 ornamental pheasants, 600 pigeons and 10 turkeys. 

In addition to his lifelong interest in exhibition poultry, Cecil Rose was an 
active member of the Harford Agricultural Society. In 1951, he was elected to 
its Board of Directors and he served the Society in that capacity for 31 years. 

For 14 years, he was President of the Board of Directors. A biographical 
portrait of Cecil Rose and his wife, Mary, was published in THE SUSQUEHANNA 
COUNTY INDEPENDENT in 1989 (April 27, pp. 1, 27-28; May 11, p. 24) on the occasion 
of Cecil Rose's 90 birthday.

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THE POULTRY SHOW AT THE 1994 NEW YORK STATE FAIR 
By S. Robert Powell 

The poultry building on the New York State Fairgrounds in Syracuse is a magnificent 
survivor of an age when agricultural expositions were conducted on a grand scale. To 
walk into the building is exhilarating in the same way that to enter a Gothic cathedral 
or a large urban train station from the nineteenth century is exhilarating. You know 
in an instant that you have entered an immense interior space in which important, extra¬ 
ordinary and larger-than-life experiences are not uncommon. 

The building, erected in 1913, is a vast rectangular structure with a wide expo¬ 
sition balcony that completly surrounds the interior space. At the balcony level, the 
building is surrounded by windows. Clerestory windows in the main roof of the building, 
in addition, allow an abundance of natural light to illuminate both the balcony and 
the main exposition floor. The interior space is immense, but not overpowering, pri¬ 
marily because the exposition space is divided into two levels: the main exposition 
floor and the balcony. A wonderful feature of the building is that one can, from 
the balcony, look down on thousands of show cages. 

The large cages on the main floor are double-tiered. The smaller cages on the 
balcony are two, three, or four levels high. In those cages, at the 1 994 New York 
State Fair, sixty-one exhibitors showed the following: over 1,000 standard chickens, 
over 650 bantam chickens, 384 ducks, 145 qeese, 55 guinea fowl, over 50 ornamental 
pheasants, 600 pigeons, 10 turkeys, and almost 1,000 rabbits. The Superintendent of 
the Poultry Building, John Pierce, reported that when he started showing bantams in 
the 1950's that there were sometimes 2,000 bantams in the show and that it was possible 
to exhibit as many as 11,000 birds and animals in the building at one time. John 
Pierce remarked: "We have the largest show in New York state of standard chickens, 
over 1 ,000 birds. " The Poultry Building on the New York State Fairgrounds in 
Syracuse could easily house a poultry exposition such as the national meet of the 
APA or the ABA. 

The task of judging the poultry show this year, in which there were nearly 3,000 
birds, was assigned to George Schroeder (Prompton, PA), Ernie Durb (Wilmington, MA), 
Jerry Yeaw (Nort Scituate, RI), and Truman Stone (Wake, VA). The bantams, waterfowl, 
and Guinea Fowl were judged on August 29th; the standard chickens were judged on 
August 30th and the show champions were then selected. 
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The big winner was Roland Romig, whose Brown China young gander was Grand Champion 
Goose, Grand Champion Waterfowl, and Grand Champion of the Show. The other big winner 
of the day was S. Robert Powell who had (1) Grand Champion Standard Chicken on a 
Partridge Plymouth Rock hen, (2) Grand Champion Bantam Chicken on a Silver Sebright 
hen, and (3) Grand Champion Guinea Fowl on a Pearl cock. The Grand Champion Pheasant 
was a Golden Pheasant cock, shown by Anthony Carvelli III. 

Eight memorial trophies were awarded at the show: (1) Cecil Rose Memorial Trophy 

for Grand Champion Standard Male to S. Robert Powell on a Rose Comb Rhode Island Red 

cock, (2) Robert S. Turner Memorial Trophy for Grand Champion Standard Female to 

S. Robert Powell on a Partridge Plymouth Rock hen, (3) W. Joe McQueeney Memorial 

Trophy for Grand Champion Bantam Female to S. Robert Powell on a Silver Sebright hen, 

(4) Gus Braun Memorial Trophy for Grand Champion Bantam Male to John Hayes on a White 

Plymouth Rock cock, (5) Charles Burmaster Memorial Trophy for Champion Breeder Pen to 

Memorial 

Fred and Nancy Herrick on Silver Sebrights, (6) Alex Duffy^Trophy for Champion Standard 
or Bantam Cochin to Rudy Brouillette on a standard Black Cochin cock, (7) Robert G. 
"Doc" Morris Memorial Plaque for Best Dorking, donated by John Hayes, to Rev. Roland 
Romig on a Colored Dorking hen, and (8) Cecil Rose Memorial Trophy for Best Standard 
Plymouth Rock, donated by John Hayes, to S. Robert Powell on a Partridge Plymouth Rock 
hen. 

Throughout the Fair, there is a succession of events going on in the Poultry 
Building, through which pass between 10 and 20 thousand visitors daily. A rooster 
crowing contest is held daily for eleven days, followed by a championship class in 
rooster crowing. Paul Jones, Oneida, NY, was the winner this year, with a 10-year old 
standard Brown Red Old English Game. Second place was won by Don Ternosky; third by 
Paul Jones. A Most Beautiful Chicken contest is held annually, with the winner chosen 
by a prominent local celebrity. This year the winner was chosen by Mike Price, Channel 
9. He selected a Mille Fleurs Uccle Belgian hen that was shown by Richard and Thol a 
Waldau, Constantia, NY. The same bird, we should add, was selected by the judges o. 
the show as the Champion Feather Legged Female in the show. Richard and Thola Waldau, 
who have been raising Uccle Belgians for 11 years, also had Champion Feather Legged 
Male on a Mille Fleurs Uccle Belgian and First Old Trio in the show on the same breed. 

One of the special features of the building is the elegant waterfowl pond that is 
located in the center of the main exposition floor. Benches surround the pond and 
they are in continual use by spectators as they relax and enjoy the sights and sounds 
of the show. Over 30 wild and exotic waterfowl were in the pond this year in an im¬ 
pressive display arranged by Paul Brown and Larry Dishaw. 
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A very visible figure in the Poultry Building during the Fair was John Rebhahn, 
Syracuse, NY. He is the well known breeder of standard and bantam Modern Games and 
standard Speckled Sussex. His contributions to the smooth-running efficiency and 
success of the show were many. Another prominent figure in the Poultry Building 
during the Fair was Arthur Schallenberg, Westernvi11e, NY. Arthur Schallenberg is the 
well known and respected APA Judge and Superintendent Emeritus of the New York State 
Fair. He exhibited four of the class champions at this year's show: Champion Mediter¬ 
ranean Male on a Single Comb Black Minorca cock. Champion Mediterranean Female on a 
Single Comb White Leghorn pullet, Champion English Male on a Black Orpington cock, 
and Champion All Other Standard Breeds Male on a Silver Phoenix cock. 

The 1994 New York State Fair Poultry Show was, by all accounts, a very successful 
show, and much of the credit for that success goes to Show Superintendent, John Pierce 
(Syracuse, NY), Assistant Superintendent, Roger Davis (Verona, NY), and Cooping 
Superintendent, Robert Richie (Rome, NY) and their dedicated and conscientious staff. 
Throughout the Fair, the birds were carefully looked after by the large and efficient 
staff, who graciously assisted exhibitors coop in and coop out. Poultry nutrition 
specialist, Paul A. Jones, Oneida, NY, personally fed, morning and night, all of the 
poultry in the show throughout the Fair. The future of exhibition poultry at The Great 
New York State Fair appears to be very bright.

SEPTEMBER CPAC MEETING 




The September meeting of the CPAC took 
place in the Poultry Building on the 
Bloomsburg Fairgrounds on 09-25-1994. The 
following club members were present: Tom 
Richardson, Mark D. Whitebread, Vic Corson, 
Craig Russell, Harold Strawser, Thomas 
Buss, lr., Wally Casazza, Rose Casazza, 
and S. Robert Powell. 

The primary item on the agenda was the 
upcoming CPAC auction on October 8th. 

Craig reported that everything appeared to 
be taken care of for the auction: the Harris 
family would be in charge of the food stand. 
Rev. Romig would serve as auctioneer, Briget 
Kane would be in charge of running the books 
for the auction, more than a few club mem¬ 
bers said that they would help with the set 
up for the auction on the Friday before the 
event, and several members said that they 
would be willing to serve as "runners" dur¬ 
ing the sale. 

The CPAC will participate in "Ag Appre¬ 
ciation Days" at the Susquehanna Valley 
Mall, October 27-29. The club has been 
given permission to sponsor a raffle or 
fund raising event during the three-day 
event. Craig suggested that the club 
could make some money by providing a set 
up whereby members of the general public 
could have their picture taken either 
holding or standing beside a tame chicken. 
"All we need is a Polaroid-type camera and 
a few tame birds," Craig commented. The 
idea was brought up from the floor that 
perhaps there is a photography studio in 
the mall itself that could take the pic¬ 
tures, thereby freeing the club of the 
necessity of troubling itself with cameras 
and film etc. Craig said that he would get 
in touch immediately with the camera store 
in the mall. Robert Powell said that he 
has some tame birds that might be useful 
in such a project. The peak hours of 
activity for such a display by the CPAC 
at the SVM are 7-9 P.M. 

The question of the time of the regular 
meetings of the CPAC was brought up, and 
Craig reported that the regular monthly 
meetings of the club take place on the 
second Sunday of the month at 1 P.M. 

Meetings are not held in November (there 
are poultry shows each weekend), January 
(too risky because of sudden Winter storms) 
and July (when the club picnic is held). 
Robert Powell reported that Wilma Smith 
had volunteered to host a meeting of the 
club at her house in Hughesville in Novem¬ 
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ber. "That's very gracious of Wilma," 

Craig commented, "but since we don't regu¬ 
larly have a November meeting, maybe 
Wilma will be willing to host the Decem¬ 
ber meeting?" 

Robert reported that he had heard from 
a couple club members who were interested 
in pigeons and those members commented that 
they would like to see more information on 
pigeons in the club NEWSLETTER. Robert 
said that he would be very willing to pub¬ 
lish material relating to pigeons—if he had 
some to report—and asked that all club 
members who had material on pigeons make 
available to the Editor that information. 
Robert said that he would very much like 
to have a list of the winners in the pigeon 
show at the CPAC's May 1st show. A sug¬ 
gestion was made from the floor that there 
be a pigeon committee in the club to make 
sure that the interests of the members of 
the club who raise, fly and show pigeons 
are voiced.

Building during the week of the Bloomsburg 
Fair. Many of those spectators are young 
people. We've got to reach out and make 
contact with the potential poultry fan¬ 
ciers that come through this building." 

Robert reported that several hundred 
sample copies of the club NEWSLETTER and 
membership applications would be in the 
club's display box in the poultry building 
throughout the fair. Wally Casazza, who 
works in the Poultry Building throughout 
the fair, said that he would make sure 
that the supply of NEWSLETTERS and mem¬ 
bership applications in the box would be 
maintained throughtout the week. 

With no further business to conduct, 
the September meeting of the CPAC was 
adjourned.

An opinion by S. Robert Powell: 

Martha Stewart LIVING 

Martha Stewart LIVING is a deluxe, full- 
color-glossy magazine that sells for $3.50 
per issue. The October 1994 issue contains 
an article (pp. 74-79) on keeping chickens 
(text by Brad Kessler, photographs by Vic¬ 
tor Schrager). The article was brought to 
my attention by Dick and Lynda Robinson, 
who live on Salem Mountain, above Carbon- 
dale . 

The article is intended for people just 
starting out with poultry and contains in¬ 
formation on the history of poultry keep¬ 
ing, the origin of several breeds, and the 
characteristics of poultry in general. The 
article is enthusiastic and will probably 
result in more back-yard flocks than 
currently exist--which is wonderful. 

Several of the photographs in the article 
are very good: the cover of the magazine 
is a photograph of Martha Stewart standing 
in front of her chicken house and holding 
a white chicken (possibly an Araucana); 
the photograph on page 75 shows Martha 
Stewart standing inside her chicken coop, 
in which several Araucanas can be seen; 
the photograph on page 76 shows several 
varieties of eggs that are artfully dis¬ 
played in front of a turned over pail; 
the photograph on page 78 is a good one 
of a standard Buff Cochin. The eight 
other photographs in the article are all, 

I would guess, intended to be very for¬ 
mal portraits of various kinds of chickens 
posed in front of backdrops. The 8 photo¬ 
graphs in question are all, in my opinion, 
lamentable failures because the chickens 
are very visibly held by someone who 


sticks his hands, holding a chicken, 
through a curtain for the sake of the 
photograph. The chickens appear to be 
very unwilling to have their photographs 
taken. The forced poses are dreadful. SRp

Thank you for your letter of September 23, 1994. I appreciate your under¬ 
standing and encouragement. Yes, you have my permission to send copies of 
my letter to you of August 31, 1994 to both Sam Brush and Chuck Oltersdorf. 

I received today the 1994 ABA YEARBOOK. It's a wonderful document. I am 
very pleased that Eleanor Vinhage wanted to include therein my article, en¬ 
titled "Meets." I was startled to discover, however, that the editor has 
changed the spelling and punctuation in several instances--which were correct 
in the copy when submitted. I don't mind in the least if an editor modifies 
a text, but it's another matter when an editor's "corrections" are incorrect. 
Most of the editor's "corrections" involve the apostrophe. The editor, I 
fear, does not understand the difference between the singular possessive and 
the plural possessive. In more than a few instances, the editor, in addition, 
has added an apostrophe to the possessive adjective "its," to create the very 
bizarre word: its' (possibly such a creation should be called the "double 
possessive"). Every semester, I tell my students at Penn State (where I 
teach Humanities and Comparative Literature) that if I were president of the 
university that I would require all graduating seniors to pass an exam to 
test their understanding of the use of the apostrophe: if you don't pass the 
exam, you don't graduate. As you might expect, they always give me at such 
times a look which says: thank God you're not the president of Penn State. 

An article that should be published in POULTRY PRESS (and which I would love 
to write) is one that could easily be titled, "The Much Maligned Apostrophe."

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AMERICAN LEGION 
POULTRY SHOW 
By S. Robert Powell 


The Third Annual Poultry 
Show, sponsored by the Albert H. 
Crane Post 221, American 
Legion, Carbondale. Penn¬ 
sylvania, took place February 14- 
18,1933. 

I In the Foreworxi of the Souvenir 

Program of the show, we read the 
following: “This is the only 
Poultry Show run by an 
American Legion Post in the 


United Stales. Of this fact we feel 
proud since it has been given 
notice all over the country.” 

We learned of the existence of 
these Carbondale Poultry Shows 
only by chance. One of my col¬ 
leagues in the Carbondale 
Historical Society discovered the 
souvenir program for the 1933 
Carbondale show in a box of Car¬ 
bondale memorabilia that was 
discarded by a family when they 
cleaned out and moved into an old 
house in the area. The souvenir 
program was immediately 
brought to my attention. 

The show took place in the 
Masonic Building, Salem 
Avenue, Carbondale. Poultry 
Show headquarters was the Hotel 
Anthracite. The Poultry Show 
Committee consisted of the 
following: Charles A Booth, 
H.M Bender, Everett Reese, Leo 
Serafin, Dr. C.W. Rippon, Jas. 
Kilpatrick, Geo. Lesher, Barry 
Searle, and Fahy Ely A well 
known poultry breeder and ex¬ 
hibitor who, as a young man, 
showed in these American Legion 
Poultry Shows in the 1930': in 
Carbondale is the late Cecil hose 
of Montrose, Pennsylvania (see 
the article "Cecil and Mary 
Rose.” POULTRY PRESS, April 
1989, pp. 32-33; also the obituary 
of Cecil Rose, POULTRY 
PRESS. April 1994, p. 2). 

There were 381 birds in the 
show. Fifty one exhibitors show¬ 
ed 4i varieties of standards, with 
a total of 210 standards in the 
show. Nineteen varieties of Ban¬ 
tams were shown by 23 ex¬ 
hibitors, who showed a total of 135 
Bantams. Two exhibitors who 
showed 9 varieties of ducks, with 
18 ducks in the show. One ex¬ 
hibitor showed a Capon Two ex¬ 
hibitors showed 9 Bronze 
Turkeys. One exhibitor showed 
two Egyptian Geese. Two ex 
hibitors each showed an old pair 
ol Golden Pheasants and one ex 
hihilor showed a young pair of 
Melanistic Mutant Pheasants. 
The complete catalogue of the 
show was reprinted in the 
.January issue of the Newsletter 
of the Central Pennsylvania 
Avian Club. 

The classes within varieties 
were the usual: cock. hen. 
cockerel, pullet. In addition, old 
pens and young pens were ex 
hibited in many varieties. There 
were 12 bantam chicken pens 
shown and 15 standard chicken 
pens shown. 

A pen, I learned from Elton 
Minnich. consists of three 
females and one male. In explain 
ing to me what a pen was. Elton 
recalled showing pens with his 
father at the New York State Fair 


lor mam years. Wen a pen is 
judged, he added, the thiee 
lemales count 50% and the male 
counts 50%. 

Many of the birds shown in the 
Carbondale American Legion 
show in 1933 were of breeds and 
varieties that one sees a lot of 
these days. There were shown, 
however, breeds and varieites 
that are not commonly seen these 
days or which no longer exist. 
Among the standard chickens 
were Dark Barred Rocks. Red 
Caps. Lakenvelders, La Fleche, 
six varieties of Pit Games 
(including Muff. O.E., Pit 
Games), and five varieties of 
Hamburgs. Among the bantams 
shown were Exhibiton B.B. Red 
Games and Old English Black 
Red Games. White Malay 
Games. Black Red Malay Games 
and White Rosecombs. Among 
the ducks were Australian Spots. 

Catalogues such as this one 
I r*»m 1933 are. I think, interesting 
documents in exhibition poultry 
history. Have there been )ther 
poultry shows sponsored by an 
American Legion Post in the 
l niled Slates since the sho.vs 
sponsored in the 19:50 s? If there 
have, we would be interested to 
know when and where.

On November 18, the moon will pass 
through the faint outer shadow of the 
earth, and a penumbral eclipse of the 
moon will occur.
